It’s a similar message to the 
one delivered in April, when 
Steele tabled the 2011-2012 budg¬ 
et: One-time windfalls and prior- 
year adjustments aside, the fun¬ 
damentals of the province’s econ¬ 
omy are still shaky, and contin¬ 
ued discipline is required. 


The opposition’s message was 
slightly different. 

“This government has failed 
to date to show any significant 
movement in reducing expendi¬ 
tures when it comes to govern¬ 
ment itself,” said the Liberals’ 
Michel Samson. 

“You got $291 million in more 
HST from the two per cent 
increase,” said Progressive Con¬ 
servative Eddie Orrell. “It’s got 
to have something to do with (the 
surplus).” 

But Steele maintains the HST 
“didn’t really contribute to the 
surplus.” 

“Overall HST revenue is high¬ 
er than forecast, but that is 
because consumer spending was 
higher than we anticipated,” 
Steele said. 

“The final surplus figure and 
the HST increase are really not 
connected to one another.”

Arcade Fire lights up the night 


Nova Scotia’s surprise surplus is 
an even bigger eye-opener than 
originally reported. 

For the year ending on March 
31, the province posted a $569.1- 
million surplus. That’s up from 
an April forecast of a $447.2-mil- 
lion surplus, and considerably 
higher than 
the

predicted last year. 

But Finance Minister Graham 
Steele said there’s little reason 
to celebrate yesterday, after deliv¬ 
ering the province’s public 
accounts.

Amanda Allison Greene 
showed no emotion as she 
entered the Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court in Halifax 
on Thursday. 

The 19-year-old pleaded 
guilty to a charge of 
manslaughter. She was 
originally charged with 
first-degree murder in the 
killing of Dillon Blair Jew¬ 
ett. 

He was shot to death. 

Crown attorney Alison 
Brown said manslaughter 
is a suitable charge. 

“We truly believe that 
it is appropriate based up¬ 
on a thorough and exten¬ 
sive review of the 
evidence that the Crown 
had,” said Brown. 

Greene walked silently 
into the courtroom Thurs¬ 
day surrounded by her 
family. She sat before the 
court with her hands 
cupped, wearing a white 
sweater and grey dress 
pants draped over white 
stiletto shoes. 

After her brief appear¬ 
ance, the Eastern Passage 
woman left the court¬ 
room and said nothing be¬ 
fore heading out the door. 

Laureena Laffin, Jew¬ 
ett’s mother, could be 
seen clutching a photo of 
her dead son. She de¬ 
clined to comment. 

Defence lawyer Brian 
Smith said Greene has no 
prior convictions and that 
at the time of the incident

and her herself.”

she was a first-year stu¬ 
dent at Dalhousie Univer¬ 
sity in Halifax. 

“It’s not an easy thing 
to be charged with first- 
degree murder, and not 
easy to sit at home won¬ 
dering how this is going 
to come out, where you 
are going to be spending 
perhaps a significant por¬ 
tion of your future life.” 

Greene’s co-accused, 
brothers Steven and Kyle 
Gowen, recently pleaded 
guilty. Steven, 21, was 
originally charged with 
first-degree murder and 
being an accessory after 
the fact. The murder 
charge was dropped and 
he was sentenced to three 
years in prison for the ac¬ 
cessory charge. 

Kyle, 23, pleaded guilty 
to second-degree murder 
and received a life sen¬ 
tence with no possibility 
of parole for 15 years. 

James Patterson, 21, of 
Eastern Passage, was also 
charged with being an ac¬ 
cessory to murder after 
the fact.

A lot has changed for Ar¬ 
cade Fire since they last 
played a concert in Hali¬ 
fax. 

Back then, in 2004, 
they had yet to put out 
their breakthrough al¬ 
bum, Funeral. 

They played a packed 
show at the Marquee Club 
as part of that year’s Hali¬ 
fax Pop Explosion. They 
filled the place with 800 
fans. 

Three albums, multiple 
Juno Awards, a Polaris 
Prize and a best-album 
Grammy later, the Mon¬ 


treal-based indie-roclc 
band drew thousands to 
the Dartmouth water¬ 
front last night. 

Overcast skies cleared 
up just before 9 p.m., just 
after opener Owen Pallet 
finished his set. The sun 
was finished setting 
against the Halifax water¬ 
front when Arcade Fire 
took the stage. 

“It’s been a little while, 
but we’re happy to be 
back,” said frontman Win 
Butler to cheers from the 
crowd. 

“We give you permis¬ 
sion to dance your asses 
off.” 

And dance the crowd 
did. The band opened 


with Ready to Start from 
2010’s The Suburbs — Ar¬ 
cade Fire’s biggest critical 
and commercial success 
of their four offerings. 

The crowd was respon¬ 
sive, shouting along with 
clapping hands. 

From there, the band 
took them back to 2007’s 
Neon Bible with Keep the 
Car Running. 

The song changed, and 
so did the band. Switch¬ 
ing instruments and posi¬ 
tions on the stage as they 
went, Arcade Fire 
launched into No Cars Go. 

The crowd stayed with 
the band, shouting back 
every “Hey!” and chanting 
along with the music.

Roxanne 
Carr was arrested and

2008. Police were called to 
Carr’s apartment follow¬ 
ing a dispute between Carr 
and her landlord. Her 
charges were dropped in 
April after her defence 
lawyer Mark Ertel showed 
the video to Crown attor¬ 
ney Robert Wadden. 

“A very experienced 
Crown attorney looked at 
that video and withdrew 
these charges,” said Ertel 
yesterday. “The reason 
they were withdrawn was 
because it was obvious to 
him when he looked at her 




treatment in the cellblock 
that no judge would ever 
convict her of the petty of¬ 
fences that she was 
charged with and that the 
treatment she received 
was inappropriate.” 

A source familiar with 
the case said the video was 
only one factor in the 
Crown’s decision and that 
the minimal nature of the 
charges against Carr were 
disproportionate to her 
treatment. Carr is now su¬ 
ing the police department.

An absentee Muslim sol¬ 
dier who had weapons 
stashed in a motel room 
near Fort Hood has admit¬ 
ted planning an attack on 
the iconic Texas post, au¬ 
thorities say. 

Thirteen people died at 
Fort Hood in 2009 in the 
worst mass shooting ever 
on a U.S. military installa¬ 
tion. 

Pfc. Naser Abdo, 21, was 
arrested Wednesday and 
agents found firearms and 
“items that could be iden¬ 
tified as bomb-making 
components, including 
gunpowder,” in his motel 
room, said FBI spokesper¬ 
son Erik Vasys. 

The army said the man 
arrested by Killeen police

“was in possession of a 
large quantity of ammuni¬ 
tion, weapons and a bomb 
inside a backpack.” 

Upon questioning, the 
army said, he admitted to 
planning an attack on Fort 
Hood.

possible intentions. 

The infantry soldier had 
applied for conscientious- 
objector status last year, 
saying his religious beliefs 
should prohibit his service 
in any war. 

A military review board 
recommended this spring 
that he be separated from 
the army. 

But the discharge was 
delayed after he was 
charged with possessing 
child pornography and an 
Article 32 military hearing 
last month recommended 
he be court-martialled. He 
has been absent without 
leave from Fort Campbell, 
Ky., since the July 4 week¬ 
end.

Europe fears 
copycat 
terror threat 

O Norway attacks may be isolated, 
but European officials fear they will 
inspire other extremists 


Norway cast it as the isolat¬ 
ed act of a lone-wolf terror¬ 
ist, whose boasts of a 
far-flung network of anti- 
Muslim warriors were the 
fantasies of a deranged 
mind. 

European officials at an 
emergency counter-terror 
meeting see a continent¬ 
wide threat from right- 
wing extremists amid 
mounting Islamophobia — 
and warn of possible copy¬ 
cats. 

Two visions of the Nor¬ 
way atrocity emerged yes¬ 
terday, as Europe gropes 
for answers following a 
tragedy that claimed the 
lives of 78 people. 

While a picture 
emerged of a solitary killer, 
the attack carried out by 
Anders Behring Breivik has 
stirred questions in Europe 
about whether authorities 
have neglected the threat 
of right-wing extremists in 
their push to crack down 
on Islamist terror groups 
after 9-11. 

At an emergency meet¬ 
ing on the far-right threat, 
European Union countert¬ 
errorism officials warned 
radicals who share 
Breivik’s ideology might be 
tempted to follow his lead. 

“Clearly, one major risk 
is that somebody may

tered a “secret deal with 
al-Qaida allowing it to 
funnel funds and opera¬ 
tives through its territo¬ 
ry-” 

He didn’t provide any 
details of that agreement, 
but said the sanctions 
seek to disrupt al-Qaida’s 
work in Iraq and deny the 
terrorist group’s leader¬ 
ship much-needed sup¬ 
port. “Iran is the leading 


state sponsor of terrorism 
in the world today,” Co¬ 
hen said in a statement. 
“We are illuminating yet 
another aspect of Iran’s 
unmatched support for 
terrorism.” 

The sanctions block 
any assets the individuals 
might have held in the 
United States, and bans 
Americans from doing 
any business with them.

Fattal, both 29, are due for 
what Iranian authorities 
have said will be a final 
hearing in their protracted 
espionage case. It’s sched¬ 
uled two years to the day 
after they were arrested 
along with another Ameri¬ 
can, Sarah Shourd, during 
a hike on the Iraq-Iran bor¬ 
der. Shourd was released 
last September. 

Tehran’s chief prosecu¬ 
tor, Abbas Jafari 
Dowlatabadi, told Iran’s 
official news agency in 
June that officials “are 
hopeful that the final deci¬ 
sion about the three Amer¬ 
icans’ case will be taken” 
at Sunday’s hearing. He 
did not hint at what the 
decision might be. But the 
families, who have long 
maintained the hikers’ in¬ 
nocence, took his com¬ 
ments as a good sign that 
their ordeal will soon be 
over. 

“I am more than eager 
to see Josh and Shane 
come home,” said Josh’s 
mother, Laura Fattal, of 
Pennsylvania. She said she 
sees the hearing date — 
the second anniversary of 
their arrest — as a good 
sign. 

The families have been 
working to make sure 
Iranian authorities know 
the rest of the world is 
watching. 

They’ve elicited state¬ 
ments of support from 
President Barack Obama, 
Secretary of State Hillary

Clinton, UN Secretary- 
General Ban Ki-moon, No¬ 
bel Peace Prize winner 
Archbishop Desmond Tu¬ 
tu, and well-known 
Muslims such as former 
boxing champion Muham¬ 
mad Ali. 

Shourd, Laura Fattal 
and Josh’s brother, Alex 
Fattal, planned a rally in 
New York on Friday out¬ 
side the Iranian mission to 
the United Nations. 

Shourd, Bauer and 
Fattal, friends from their 
student days at the Univer¬ 
sity of California-Berlceley, 
were vacationing in Iraqi 
Kurdistan when they went 
hiking near a scenic water¬ 
fall. Shourd told the New 
York Times last November 
that they stepped off an 
unmarked dirt road, inad¬ 
vertently crossing from 
Iraq into Iran only because 
a border guard of un¬ 
known nationality ges¬ 
tured for them to 
approach. 

She said they had no 
idea they were so close to 
the border. They all deny 
any espionage. 

Shourd, now 32, and 
Bauer got engaged in 
prison before she was re¬ 
leased for humanitarian 
grounds following health 
issues. 

“As soon as Shane gets 
out we’re getting mar¬ 
ried,” she said. “It’s been a 
long time coming.”

GLOBAL WARMING. A 

wildlife biologist whose 
observation that polar 
bears likely drowned in 
the Arctic helped galva¬ 
nize the global warming 
movement seven years 
ago was placed on admin¬ 
istrative leave as officials 
investigate scientific mis¬ 
conduct allegations. 

Although it wasn’t 
clear what the exact alle¬ 
gations are, a 
government watchdog 
group representing 
Anchorage-based 
scientist Charles Monnett 
said investigators have 
focused on his 2006 jour¬ 
nal article about the 
bears that garnered 
worldwide attention. 

Whatever the 
outcome or the nature of 
the allegations, the inves¬ 
tigation will likely fuel 
the ongoing fight 
between climate change 
activists and those who 
are skeptical of scientists’ 
findings about global 
warming. The probe also 
focuses attention on an 
Obama administration 
policy intended to 
protect scientists from 
political interference.

Playing best friends who 
magically switch bodies in 
The Change-Up, real-life 
friends Ryan Reynolds and 
Jason Bateman have had 
plenty of time to think 
about what they’d do if they 
found themselves in that 
situation in real life. 

“I’d do terrible things to 
his body,” Reynolds admits. 

Bateman, not batting an 
eye, finishes the thought 
for him: “And to my wife. 
He’s been after my wife for 
years,” to which Reynolds 
nods solemnly, adding, 
“Years, years. And she will 
be mine.” 

Kidding — we hope. 

In the film, Bateman’s 
straight-laced family man 
finds himself navigating 
the world of a layabout 


bachelor, while Reynolds’ 
barely employed actor 
takes on a wife and kids 
and a rough week at work 
as a lawyer. But while they 
may seem perfect for their 
roles — Bateman as the 
straight-laced family man 
and Reynolds as the pot- 
smolcing ladies man — the 
guys insist they didn’t real¬ 
ly mind who played which 
role. In fact, Reynolds does¬ 
n’t think he’s any more like 
one character than the oth¬ 
er. 

“I’ve got to say I’m some¬ 
where in the middle,” he 
says. “There was a time in 
my life when I’d wake up 
mornings in a shallow pool 
of my own fluid, but those 
days are over. I eat break¬ 
fast now, not ketchup. It’s 
different now.” 

Bateman, though, defi¬ 
nitely related to the hus¬ 
band and father he plays on

screen, even if he was con¬ 
cerned it might not fit with 
the kind of raunchy come¬ 
dy they were going for. 

“You look at the domes¬ 
tic part of this film and you 
think is that going to soften 
the R-rating?” he admits. 

“Because when you buy 
a ticket to an R-rated film, 
you want R-rated comedy.” 

The Change-Up is most 
definitely an R-rated come¬ 
dy, and the two actors are 
more than proud of it. 

“You want to go in there, 
have a good time, laugh 
your ass off, maybe get of¬ 
fended a couple of times 
and get the hell out. We’re 
not trying to win Oscars 
here or teach anybody any 
lessons,” Bateman says. 

“There’s no reason to do 
another body-switching 
movie unless you’re going 
to do something different. 
And we do here. This is an 


R-rated body-switching 
movie, that hasn’t been 
done before.” 

Reynolds is right there 
with him, as he says he defi¬ 
nitely prefers R-rated mate¬ 
rial. 

“Every PG-13 comedy 
I’ve ever done, you always 
have that inevitable mo¬ 
ment halfway through 
shooting when you call the 
studio head and go, Are 
you sure we can’t go R with 
this? Because we just shot 
something terrible,”’ he 
says. “But there are some¬ 
times when you’re in a PG- 
13 movie when it doesn’t 
need to be rated R. It’s very 
easy to fall back on the idea 
that you can swear your 
way out of a scene. But it’s 
nice when you can let it all 
hang out in a movie like 
this and not worry too 
much about pushing it too 
far.”

It used to be every 
summer had its song.

Danton tweets 

O After two seasons at St. Mary’s, former NHLer looks to resume 
his professional hockey career with an unspecified Swedish team

Mike Danton is about to 
complete one of most 
bizarre comebacks in 
hockey history. 

While Danton hasn’t 
made it back to the NHL, 
where he played for both 
St. Louis and New Jersey, 
the 30-year-old forward 
put out a tweet Thursday 
saying that he had signed 
with an unspecified team 
in Sweden, resurrecting a 
professional career inter¬ 
rupted by almost five 
years in prison. 

“Just signed my first 
pro contract in 8 years,” 
he wrote. “I’m off to Swe¬ 
den for the 2011-2012 sea¬ 
son. Thanks to everyone 
for their support.” 

Danton, who was born 
Mike Jefferson in Bramp¬ 
ton, tried to have his for¬ 
mer agent, David Frost, 
murdered in 2004 while 
he was a member of the 
Blues. Danton was arrest¬ 
ed and subsequently 
pleaded guilty to trying to 
hiring a hitman. He was 
sentenced to 7 V 2 years in 
a federal prison. 

Frost, who had had 
Svengali-lilce control over 
Danton since he was in 
his early teens, repeatedly 
denied he was the target. 
While the FBI insisted 
Frost was the intended 
victim, the saga took an¬ 
other weird twist when 
Danton later said the tar¬ 
get in the murder-for-hire 


plot was actually his es¬ 
tranged father, Steve Jef¬ 
ferson. 

In 2009, the Danton 


was granted permission 
to be transferred to a 
Canadian prison and re¬ 
ceived parole in Septem¬ 


ber of that year. He ap¬ 
plied to St. Mary’s Univer¬ 
sity in Halifax and joined 
the school’s hockey team 
in January 2010, playing 
there the next two sea¬ 
sons. 

Danton hadn’t played 
hockey in six years, but 
he helped the Huskies 
win a national champi¬ 
onship in 2010. In 49 
games with the school, he 
had 14 goals and six as¬ 
sists and was named a CIS 
academic all-Canadian in 
January. 

Last month, St. Mary’s 
coach Trevor Stienburg 
told Metro that he didn’t 
expect Danton to return 
for another season and 
anticipated him playing 
pro hockey overseas. 

“He knows he’s getting 
older and he thinks 
there’s an opportunity for 
a contract over in Europe 
right now. He’s getting 
antsy,” said Stienburg. 

Stienburg told the pa¬ 
per that Danton didn’t 
have a grade lower than 
an A-minus during his 
time on campus. 

“He’s done everything 
right, everything profes¬ 
sionally,” Stienburg said. 
“The reality is, things are 
ticking by for him age- 
wise if he wants to take a 
shot at it and actually 
make a living at this for a 
couple years.”
